ALTHOUGH THE WAR.IN VIET 
+ Nam, the most serious threat 
to world péace. since Korea; still 
rages, there are enough reports ‘of 
peace efforts to end the year ona 
note of hope. The other chief trouble 
spot—Rhodesia—has yet to give an 
indication of when its problem will 
be solved, but at least armed inter- 
vention so far has been avoided and 
here, too, there can be legitimate 
hope for -an eventual settlement. 


The new year thus dawns as a 
correct the

i been -many new years in the last 
two. decades which, opened much 
more forbiddingly. . 

Viet Nam peace feelers on both 
sides have. been obscured by official 
secrecy, by questionable channels 
of delivery, official denials, rejec- 
tions, and false scents.

However, even as the United States 
sends peace spokesmen to Moscow, 
Ottawa and the Vatican, its govern- 
ment is considering plans for further 
escalation of American strength in 
the jungle conflict. 

The Urlited States has made 
giant efforts to send nearly 200,000 
troops to the war theatre, besides 
large commitments of aircraft and 
naval force. Yet it may prove much 
more difficult to get them. -back 
home ‘again, for even if the fighting 
stops, there is still the American 
determination to protect a non-Com- 
munist regime in South Viet Nam

Obviously,'1966 will be a signifi- 
cant year in Southeast Asia.

But we survived those years to greet 
still another one tomorrow. Hope is 
an essential characteristic of twen- 
tieth-century man. We are encour- 
aged to enter 1966 “with a full 
measure of it.

Fe Canada, 1965 was a year of eco-

Death of Giants 


No year which brought the deaths of 
Sir Winston Churchill and Adlai Steven- 
son could be regarded ‘as wholly bright. 
But on the ‘plus side there was the rescue 
of Indonesia from almost-certain Com- 
munism and chaos; the electgral sober- 
ing of Gen. Charles de Gaulle; the first 
visit of a reigning Pope to the United 
States and the UN; and the partial open- 
ing- of Cuba's iron gates. 

Red China had a bad yearmot merely 
against Russia and America, but against 
Africa and Asia as well—and the doors 
of the UN, though less firmly bolted, re- 
mained shut to her once again. 

The Congo’s Moise Tshombe clung to 
power successfully in the face of a Com- 
munist-backed revolution, but stubbed 
his toe in Leopoldville’s political in-fight- 
ing. Singapore opted out of Malaysia. 
Algeria’s Ahmed Ben Bella,. far to the 
Left, was replaced by a man of the 
Ceénter-Left. The Kremlin reshuffled a 
part of its inner circle. Be 

It was an uncomnionly eventful year. 
If, from time to time, it brought the 
world to the brink of tragedy, it also 
offered considerable hope of progress — 
and the challenge of transforming crisis 
into opportunity; stumbling block into 
stepping stone, is, after all, what human 
history is all-about.
